The new wing cost $151,990.41, 
or approximately $152,000.00. This 
was financed by the sale of a de¬ 
benture S6o.000.00, government 
building grant of $57,166.66 and 
the balance of $34,823.75 from Re¬ 
venue Surplus.

Tax Collections Good 


The fact that 95.7 per cent of 1951 taxes in the 
County of Vulcan was collected last year came as a 
very pleasant surprise to many people who thought 
that tax collections would be down considerably be- 
cause of the adverse harvesting conditions last fall A 
which left an estimated 60 per cent of the crop still on 
the ground when winter came. 

Uncollected taxes of $79,75° at the end of the 
year doesn’t look dike a bad.figure at all when com¬ 
pared, for example to the M.D. of Lacombe, where un¬ 
collected taxes at the end of 1951 total $332,680. La¬ 
combe M.D., incidentally, situated in a rich, well pop¬ 
ulated, area, had total tax receipts for the year of 
$495,557, as compared to Vulcan County tax receipts 
of $365,804.
